For 
some time those who have been 
recipients of the tracts have view- 
éd the curtailed distribution regret, 
despite with an understanding of 
the lack of funds. But now the 
new announcement indicates that 
someone has come forward with 
the necessary funds and made pos- 
sible the new plan for wider dis- 
tribution.

For years we have carried on 
a so-called “Kashruth Cam- 
paign” with special emphasis on 
Orthodox organizations w ho 
made it a habit to serve storage 
chicken and ice cream at their 
banquets. It was a thankless 
task from the outset. While we 
have, for a time, succeeded in 
reducing to the minimum such 
“trepha”’ dinners given in the 
name of, and purely for the ben- 
elt of Orthodox institutions, we 
have aroused the enmity of cer- 
tain leaders who claimed that 
“fish dinners” are not as suc- 
cessful as “regular” dinners, 
and that anything is permissi- 
ble in the name of sweet char- 
ity. Women were the greatest 
offenders. When fish was serv- 
ed at a public dinner they 
would sneer and whimper and 
often protest rather loudly, with 
the result that gradually these 
fish dinners were eliminated and 
storage chicken was again serv- 
ed as in the good old days, Our 
Rabbis made no mention of the 
efforts being made to further 
Kashruth, at least at public 
functions given by Jewish phil- 
anthropic and social organiza- 
tions, They remained “neutral,” 
as if the entire matter did not 
interest them and was of no con- 
sequence. It developed that at 
the recent Sixth District Con- 
vention of the B’nai B’rith held 
at Deluth, which was attended 
by about 1,000 delegates and 
visitors, many refused to eat 
the trepha food served, and pro- 
tested against such proceedings. 
They were told to either eat 
meat or go hungry—they chose 
the latter. We have given up 


the campaign against official 
trepha Jewish dinners. Since 
the Rabbis do not mind why 
should we?
